Seniors  -  Historically  Speaking 


Time  certainly  passes!  It  seems  like  it  was  only  yesterday  that  we  were  saying  hello  to  Campbell  County  High. 
In  September,  1958,  142  students  enrolled  as  subfreshmen.  Some  of  those  students  were  to  be  members  of  the  grad- 
uating  class  of  1963  whose  history  we  are  to  record  here. 

During  the  first  weeks  of  school  we  were  overwhelmed  with  joy  with  the  exception  of  a  little  uneasiness  due  to 
the  new  environment.  Our  homeroom  teachers,  Mrs.  Artis,  Mrs.  Campbell,  Mrs.  Pinn,  and  Mrs.  Walker  helped  us 
to  adapt  ourselves  into  the  pattern  of  high  school  life. 

The  important  event  of  our  first  year  was  presenting  the  annual  talent  show. 

The  first  year  could  not  last  always,  so  before  we  knew  it  we  were  Freshmen.  By  this  time  we  had  begun  to 
realize  that  high  scholastic  standards  were  important,  but  we  should  not  hesitate  to  join  extracurricular  activities. 
Members  of  the  class  became  interested  in  sports,  dramatics,  art,  and  the  Science  Club.  During  this  year  we  were 
very  happy  to  have  Thomas  Cardwell,  Calvin  Fore,  and  John  Claytor  participate  in,  and  win  very  high  ratings  at  the 
District  Science  and  Mathematics  Conference.  The  class  athletes  were  John  Woodruff,  Dwight  Jones,  Christopher 
Scott,  Leon  Watts,  Paul  Scott,  Terrance  Burrell,  Bruce  Oulds,  and  George  Scott. 

Having  completed  two  successful  years  at  Campbell,  we  continued  to  push  forward  through  the  1960-1961  ses¬ 
sion.  Our  athletes  of  the  previous  year  continued  to  be  active  in  sports.  John  Claytor,  Rosa  Gilbert,  Thomas  Card- 
well,  and  Calvin  Fore  participated  in  the  District  Science  and  Mathematics  Conference  and  received  certificates  or 
honorable  mention.  Some  of  our  athletes  were  awarded  letters  in  the  various  sports.  This  year  we  had  many  class¬ 
mates  to  participate  in  the  oratorical  contest.  Ella  Pannell  won  first  place,  and  Joyce  Scott  won  third. 

Time  has  faded  on  and  we  were  now  just  one  step  within  the  shadow  of  our  destination.  We  were  now  more 
determined  than  ever  to  proceed.  The  most  conspicuous  event  of  our  junior  year  was  the  advent  of  our  Junior-Senior 
Prom.  We  chose  as  our  theme  "Surfside  62. "  Those  junior  days  were  really  the  highlights  of  the  first  four  years  of 
high  school. 

Every  road  has  an  end,  so  does  one's  high  school  days.  We  returned  to  C.  C.  H.  S.  in  the  fall  of  1962  ready  to 
approach  that  point.  Many  of  the  classmates  by  this  time  had  joined  with  the  withdrawals.  But  those  who  were  still 
in  the  parade  realized  early  that  there  was  much  to  be  done  before  we  departed  in  June.  We  started  to  work  with  the 
assistance  of  our  sponsors,  Mrs.  Stone  and  Mrs.  Boone.  The  publishing  of  this  book  and  other  activities  have  helped 
to  pack  this  final  year  full  of  unforgettable  events.  We  were  delighted  in  October  to  visit  Virginia  State  College  for 
"Senior  Day.  "  Our  class  play,  "Good  Night  Ladies",  was  presented  in  November.  In  March  we  were  teachers  for  a 
day  when  each  Senior  participated  in  "Senior  Day"  at  C.  C.  H.  S.
